Church drops stake 
in genetics company

A spokesman for tbe com- 
misBOuers said toe decisioo to 
pull out of Monsanto was made 
purely on investment grounds, 
even though hs shares bad risen 
in toe past two years. Tbe com- 
pai^ confirmed it bad been 
ask^ to justify hs activities af- 
ter questiCMis from MPs. Nor- 
man Baker, Libeial Democrat 
MP for Lewes, conq>Iained that 
tbe Cbuicfa's investment policy 
was not as etMcal as it main- 
tained But a ^tokesman denied 
it had bowed to Mr Baker's ar- 


guments over Monsanto, an 
American finn. “W: no longer 
invest in Monsanto because we 
have changed our investment 
management arrangements. It 
is not for ethical reasons.” 

Colin Menio. tedinical man- 
ager frw Monsanto UK, said that 
after hff Baker's protest in Jufy 
the company had been asked to 
expiam its actirities. Ebviag beard 
h engmeered soya beans and 
potatoes but not humans or ani - 
mals. the commisBioneis were sat- 
isfied tbehinvestaient was etoicaL 
he said However, the decision to 
divest had been made shortly af- 
lerwards on financial grounds.

It emeiged that it took a sep- 
arate set of allegations - that 
about 20 ofBceis had systemat- 
ically beaten at least eight in- 
mates at the prison - for an 
inquiry to be set up. The inves- 
tigation into the dainw began 
yesterday as officers at the jail 
walked out in protest at a “lack 
of support" from management 
in dealing mth the allegations. 

It is that Sir 

Dait^ Ramsbotham, the Chief 
bspector of Prisons, pnvateiy 
described the jail as "appalliag'^ 
after members of his in^pec- 
torate carried out a viat about 
two months ago. 

The gro^ring number of 
complaints and allegations 
against tiie jail's le^me Is zapid- 
iy turning the situation into a 
major isue Cor the Prison Ser- 
vice and tniiiistera. 

The early publication of Che 
Board of Viatoii^ annual report 
yesterday added fuel to the 
controversy.

A stutfy puMisbed m the 
British Medkal Journal found 
that own-label dgarettes were 
on average 20 per cent cheap- 
er than leading brands but 
higher nicotine and tar levels. 
Dr Jarvis, whoconducled the re-, 
search, said the supermarkets 
were exploiting groups who 
coufo leak afford to smoke, suf- 
fered most from smoking and 
who most needed to gjve up. 

He said: “With nearly all 
other products the supermar- 
ket’s nflinp is proaunently dis- 
played on the label . But most 

of these dgarette padtets don’t 
mention the supermarket at 
all. It’s as if th^ are ashamed 
of what they are up to. They 
want to profit from the tobac- 
co trade without associating 
their names with it” 

Retailers’ own-brand dga- 
rettes account for half of all the 

brands marketed in the UK and 

7 percent of all dgarettes sold. 

On average, they cost £Z48 for 


a pacRSi oi as ogouisL 
nw mal aftlTing price of £3.20 fot 
brand leaders. 

Oworlabel dgarettes idena- 

fied in the study included Ben-

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Man cleared of murder 
after 15 years in jail

A MAN who spent 15 ycais in 
jail after he supposedly ‘'con- 
fessed'’ to murder had his coo* 
viclion quashed yesterday. 

The Court of Appeal ruled 
that the comiction was unsafe 
after new eiidcncc showed that 
John Roberts. 35, had u fragile. 
\'uIneraUe and suggestiHe men- 
tal condition and tended to be 
compliant with people in au- 
thorin'. 

The judges said a “graw in- 
justice** was done to Mr Roberts 
who was aiTk^cd at his home 
in Shrewsbuiy. Shropshire, at 
the age of 19. The also criticised 
police from the West Mercia 
force for not providing him 


with 3 solicitor for five hours 
while he was being questioned 
and for holding him “incom- 
municado'' untii he suddenly 
changed his plea and ‘'con- 
fessed*'. 

The case is seen as one of the 
worst and most tra^ miscar- 
riages of justice from the peri- 
od before the Police and 
Criminal Evidence Act regu- 
lated the woric of detectives. 

His conviction was only 
overturned after his mother 
managed to find a antipathet- 
ic lawyer who spent several 
years working for his release 
for free. 

Mr Roberts, whose case was 
hig hli g hted The Jndepert^ 
dent in Januaiy, and a man 
named Richard Evans, then 


23, were found guilty in Febru- 
ary 1983 of shooting dead 
D^el Sands. 

‘Zhe boo^ of Mr Sands was 
discovered in a makeshift grave 
in an orchard at Barleycorn 
Fann m the village of frt fnrfifn , 
10 miles from Shrewsbury in 
Mardi 1982, after he had been 
m^mg for 18 months. Three 
days later, Mr Roberts was ar- 
rested and within hmitR, he 
had admitted to the murder, 

Roberts, who was 17 at the 
time of the ofifooce, was de- 
tained daring Her Majes^s 
pleasure, and Evans was given 
life. The confesmon was the 
main evidence against Roberts.

THE nvrlJ‘wide epidemic of 
luburculosis is threatening to 
spread out of control because 
a hundfiil of govvmracnts arc 
failing to take it seriously, the 
World Health Organisation 
warned yusicrday. 

FK-c years after WHO de- 
clared tuberculosis a global 


emergency, the oiganisation 
yesterday identified 16 countries 
^ere progress has stalled or the 
situation is deteriorating which 
could threaten the rest of the 
world because of the emer- 
gence of drug resistant strains. 

The infection already kills 
mote people than Aids and 
moiaria combined, yet it can be 
cured with a cocktail of cheap 
drugs. It is eqpected to infect 


nearly one hOlion more people 
between now and 2020, of 
whom 200 million will fall sick 
and 70 million will die - if con- 
trol U not strengthened. 

Two British specialists writ- 
ing in the Iniemational Journal 
of Tuberculosis and Lung IXs- 
eoser st^ cases of TB world-wide 
have risen 13 per cent since 
WHO declared its global emer- 
gency in 1993 and a “golden op- 


ponzmi9” to control the disease 
has been missed. 

The 16 countries in South 
America, Africa, Russia, India 
and the for East identified by 
WHO account for over half of 
the world’s 7nuUkm annual cas- 
es of TB. The fear is that the 
longer control efforts are de- 
layed the more difficult the epi- 
demic will become to contain.

said: “If we allaw TB to spread

Hong Kong 
press chief 
beats law

ARE NEWSPAPER propri- 
etors abcnc the law in Hong 
Kong? Or. docs this only ap- 
ply to (hose serving on official 
Chinese bodies? 

These questions arise fol- 
lowing the appearance in court 
yesterday of three newspaper 
executives aeeused of a 
conspiracy to defraud, by 
anificiolly inflating the circu- 
lation Hgures of the English- 
language Nona Konfi Standard 
newspaper. 

The executives were 
charged after an investigation 
by the Independent Commis- 
.sion Against Corruption 
I iCAC). which found that they 
had conspired with Sally Aw 
Sian, the newspaper's owner, to 
defraud the advertisers. How- 
ever. no charges wore laid 
acuinsi Ms Aw. one of Hong 
Kong's best-known newspaper 
owners - and a prominent 
member of the Chinese Peo- 
ple's Consultative Committee, 
n political advisory organ of the 
Cltincse government. 

.Although the 1C.AC has 
made public its allegation 
against M.s Aw, the Oepart- 
ntent of Justice has declined to 
act. This has caused uproar in 
Hong Kong; where preserving 
the rule of law is seen widely 
as a litmus test of the cred- 
ibility of the post-colonial 
administration. 

Demonstrators gathered 
outside the Department of 
Justice's office yesterday to 
protest. Martin Lee, the leader 
of the Democratic Party, said 
the failure to prosecute '*cries 
out for an explanation". 

Even normally dodle mem- 
bers of the non-electcd Provi- 
sional Legislature have voiced 


their misgivings and wilJ be 
holding a meeting with Eiise 
Leung, the Secietaiy of Justice, 
next Monday to seek an 
explanation. 

Yesterday. Ms Leung’s of- 
fice issued a statement saying 
"this department does not con- 
sider the personal connections 
or political status of any sus- 
pecL In this particular case, 
these principles have been 
scrupulously observed*'. 

Ms Aw controls the Sing Uio 
publishing empire which used ' 
to back the staunchly anti- 
Communist government in lai- 
wan. It switched support to 
Peking more Uian a decade 
ago. The Sing Iho group then 
became the first overseas pub- 
lisher allowed to publish a 
newspaper in mainland China. 

The situation is further 
complicated by the strong Unka 
between Ms Aar’s family and 
Tung Chee-hwa, Hong Kong’s 
Chief Executive. His faa^y 
also used to be firm support- 
ers Qflkiwan and he sat on tiie 
Sing Iho board of directors for 
eight years.' 

Mr Tung declined to com- 
ment directly on the case but 
said, “the decisioa to prosecute 
or not rests entirely with the 
Secretary for Justice". 

Last week, Mr llmg pro- 
voked protests when he dis- 
missed another controversial 
decisioiL This time, it was not 
to prosecute the New China 
Neiffi; Agency, wduch used to act 
as i^kmg’s de facto embas^ 
when Hong Ko^ was still a 
British colof^ and wf3S wid^ be- 
lieved to monitor the political 
stance of Hong Kong people.

undermined. 

The summons to the president, 
which has shocked many l^al ex- 

^ perts, was issued by Judge William 
de Villiers. The president's advisers 
argue that the judge is ri^-wii^ and 
reactionary, pointing out that he op- 
posed the admission of blacks to tte 
Pretoria Bar Council until the early 
1980s and was conservative in 
apartheid era political trials.. 

Ye^erday, Or Luyt and President 
Mandela shook hands and chatted 
during intervals. But the heady earfy 
days of the new democracy when 
ru^ proved a unifying force were 



long gone and there was no mis- 
taking the underlying animosiOr. 

Dr Luyt has accused sports min- 
ister Steve Tshwete of conducting a 

vendetta againgt him and is argu ing 

in court that President Mandela did 
not properly consider the argu- 
ments for a commission but simply 


rubber stamped Mr Tshwete’s deci- 
sion. He is also insisting that his 
South African Rugby Football 
Union (Saifu) is a private assoda- 
tioD and should be free from gerv- 
emment interference. 

Yesterday President Mandela in- 
sisted that alone bad tnade the 


decision to form a commissioa and 
that a sport which had played sudi 
a huge role in nation buUding could 
not be seen as a private matter, par- 
ticularly when a doud of su^idon 
hung over those who ran it He said

GEORGE hitchings was 
U ontstandiDg discoverer of 
njedicioes which have given 
beucfitto sufferers all over the 
world. He devised Daiaprim for 
malaria and Zyloiic &>r gont, 
both ‘OiKeptional remedi^ 
which have stood the test of 
dmc; hat the main application 
of his work was in cancer 
cheanotherapy, 

.fj- Hiiciuogs was born in Ho. 
qui^ V^diing^oD, in 19QS. Hb 
family was prominent in sh^ 
buOdii^ bat he decided early 
to d^te his life to a seardi for 
n^ niedicinesL He studied BiO' 
chendstiy for bachelor^ and 
maker's ~de^es at the Uni> 
yuatyof\^hshu^<»x,aodcoa- 
tmued to work for his PhD jEcom 
Harvard. 

•£a 1942 he joined the Amer> 
icaalaboratoiies of the firm of 
BaxiDughs^Kfencome (now pan 
of Glaxo Wellcome) in Tiicka- 
hoe. New York, where he de- 
vrfoped the pFOgramme of his 
lOo work. Sci^tists in those 
, IsLboratories bad an esception- 
li| al and enviaUe freedom to de- 
ci^ for themselves what to 
work on and how to work on it. 
HS tchinffi , one of the few sd- 
entiks of the time to recogjiise 
the importance of deozyri- 
txmucieic acid or DNA in life 
processes, chose to study 
purines -and py rimidines, the 
buDcfing blodEs of DNA. 

He:.apd bis research partner 
Gertrude Elion exploited the 
then receiitfy established 
prindple of competitive antag- 
onism and made drugs which 
would arrest the multiplic- 
ation of specific cells, either of 
an invadii^ parasite or of a 
cancer. 

The enormous progress in 
^thc next quarter of a century 
^provided the medicines which . 
enkded Burroughs Wdkoine to 
become a major pharmaceuti- 
cal company. In Hitching^'s 
own wor^ ‘Tlie Faults are cu- 


mulative; the soIotUn of one 
problem creales the tools and 
undeistapdhig that 
Ihe solution of the noct ptob- 
. lem.'”Tlie first inqxfftant snc- 

cess was the anti-maiariai drug 
Darajaim or pyrimetbamme, 
which was tested ia the %n- 
«wne Institute ofTmj^ii u^ 
wine in London and in the 
trpjacs. 

This very valuabtediscoveiy 
was, however, a diyeition firg n 
the pzimajy mteiesc offiradog 

anti -cancer drugs- -The com- 
pound 6-mercaplopnriDe was 
made and found to camy * 
nussioDs in diSdren with certain 
of leukaemia. few 
ami-canoer drugs were known 
at the time, and the success, al- 
thon^ limited, was a great en- 
couragement to Hitdnngs% 
Elion's line of work.

tive treatment for gouL Hie 
result was an outstandmg soo- 
cess, the drug Zyloric, or al- 

lopurinol, remarkabfy frcxn 

unwanted effects, and of un- 
doubted beimfit in prev ewrii^ 
the very painfol attarfra of the 
disease. 

While these discoveries were 
being made and the more ba- 
sic research which su p pcwed 
them was ermtimiiiig, the sci- 
. race of immuDoh^was grow- 
h% fosL The idea that umrane 
le^nses depended on dfvisioa 
of pazticolar ceils suggested 
that anti-cancer drugs might act 
also as immunosupifressants. 
Mercaptopurine was found to 
stop immune responses in rab- 
bits, and further compounds 
were developed, resulting in the 
immunosuppressant azatbio- 
prine, sometimes described as 
the drug which made organ 
tranqilantation possible. 

By this time IGtdimgs had 
a world-vtide reputation.

BERNARR RAINBOW was 
^recognised in '.Britain and 
'^abroad as the leading hi&-‘ 
torian in the field of miiricai 
education. 

A successfril schoolteacher 
and director of musics he was 
also a man of insatiable curiosty 
who amassed a vast collection 
of historical books and materi- 
als. In middle age he became a 
punctiUoos scholar, completing 
two research degrees, but was 
ahvays ansous to make his dis- 
coveries widely available for the 
benefit of colleagues and their 
pupils. 

Rainbow was born in Lon- 
don in 1914, and went to Rut- 
lish School, Mertom hb father 
was Curator of Pictures at

Regina V Duraie; Court of 
Apperi (Criminal Divirien) 

(Lord jasdee HuoMsan, Mr hisdee

AN ACCUSED would be 
gmlty of importing an obsmie 
article if he was aware of its true 
nature and the jury conejuded 
that it was aidi as would mnd 
' to deprave and corrupt within 
■the meaning of section 1(1) of 
the Obscene FnblicaliozB Act 
1959. 

The Court of Appeal dis- 
missed the aj^ieal Wniiam 
GerardDurrueagainsthiscon- 
vietkm at tWqw Crown Court 
on 17 September 1997, fol- 
lovring a change of plea to 
guilty, of being knowingly 
concerned m the fraudulent 
evaatm of a prohibition on 
the iznpoMtioQ of goods im- 
posed. by section 42 of the 
Customs Consolidation Act 
I876,contraiy fosectiCfD 170^) 
of the Customs and Excise 
Management Act 1979. 

The appeliant had arrived 


at Heathrow Airport from Am- 
sterdam, wnth videotapes, pa- 
per video covers and three 
Inochures in his possessioo. He 
had told a customs officer that 
he had brought some videos 
back from Amsterdam and, in 
response to the qiiestioa: 
“What sort of videos?" he had 
TcpUe± “Blue movies." The 
customs officer had fonned 
the view that the videos and 
the covers were obscene, and 
the appellant was arrested, 
interviewed and charged.

fo 1972. when tbcCoDcge of 
St Mark and S( John moved to 
I^mouih, Rainbow transferred 
(o Gipity Hill CoU^ of Edu- 
eatiem and became Head of Mu- 
sic when U was incorporated 
into Kingstoa Ifotylecb^ (now 
umversity). Here he launched 
the new' CNAA degree of BA 
(MusEd). As a musicology he 
contributed to many of the 
leading dictionaries and, fol- 
lowing his MPhil and PhD from 
Leicester Unh'crrity. was par- 
ticalaeiy pleased with the award 
of tiicir first DLilt in 1991 In 
1994. he was elected a Fellow 
of the Royal Sodety of Arts 
and an Honorary Fellow of 
Trinity College of Music in the 
following year. 

In 1996 Rainbow issued an- 
other prescient warning against 
neglecting one of our greatest 
national musical assets. Ho be- 
came President of the Oun- 
paigD for the Defence of the 
Traditional Cathedral Choir, 
an organisation formed to 
champion the ancient tradition 


of the ail-male choir in cathe- 
drals and sunilar dioral foun- 
dations by resisting the 
introduction of women and 
^rls iato such choirs. Also in 
1996 he generousty e$tsd)lished 
the anoual Bernarr Rainbow 
Award for Schotd Music Ibaefa- 
eiswhfoh is iKhiunistered by the 
Music Education Department 
at 'Ginity College erf Music. 
Tlierc is nothing like this award, 
which is being siqiported by the 
Bernarr Rainbow TrusL a reg- 
istered charity, and is endowed 
to enable it to continue into the 
foreseeable future - a worthy 
memorial to its founder. 

Bernarr Rainbow made a 
remarkable recovery from a 
stroke in 1991; bfr much-loved 
and supportive wife, Olive, 
died in 1 996; and he fought his 
own debilitating illnesses 
vrith cxcmplaiy courage and 
characteristic good-humour.

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Why our prisons 
are not working 

"PRISON W'ORKS" must rack as one of the most fatuous slogans ever 
devised and, in terms of its persuasive power, one of the least effective. 
Michael Htiward. the villain of this particuJar piece, adopted the air of an 
hnpatiem bead teacher explaining the Jaws of logic to a class of dim pupils 
when he pointed out that if criminals were in prison, they could not be 
committing crimes against people outside. 

The slogan's crassness was all the more af^tarent because h was invented 
for the puqMse of countering one of the cleverest and most persuasive 
sioaaos recently depleted in politics. Labour's daim to be *nou^ on crime 
und tough on the causes of crime". 

Now, however, the superior slogan is being tested against the harsh wodd 
of reulitv. The prison population, which was around 45,000 throughout the 
Consenutive years, with a slight bump upwards in the late Eigbdes, start- 
ed to rise when Mr Howard became Home Secietaiy to 1993. It turned 
into a (rend which cannot be cosuly or quickfy reversed. E^jedal^ when 
wv consider both how committed the Labour government is to the first 
pun of iLs slogan, and the inevitably long timetable implied I 7 the second 
part. 

By (he time of the election last year the prison population in Britain 
had ^-)t past 60,000. Now there are 65.000 people in prison, with the fig- 
ure expected to rise to between 83,000 and 93,000 in seven years* time. 

This is the background against which to read yesterday’s confirmation 
b>’ the Board of Visitors at Wormwood Scrubs that brutality by prison staff 
tigainsi inmates is something which "goes on". Overcrowding is a serious 
problem which, combined with low morale among large parts of the Prison 
Service, is bound to create breakdowns of discipline of all kinds. 

Jack Straw, who has inherited Mr Howard's trembling piessim-cook- 
cr. urgently needs to ask wty Britain locks up a greater proportion of its 
population than any other European country exo^t FortogaL and ^ly that 
proportion is rising so fast. As Howard might e^iain in pedantic tones 

to his dim class, recorded crime is no longer rising, so it is because crim- 
inals who appear in court are more likely to be lodced up and to be locked 
up for longer than before. Partly, this is the result of more lock-'em-up 
legislation, and partly because the courts have responded to the dimate 
of lodc-'em-up rhetoric in which they work. 

To Mr Straw’s credit, he resisted the knee-jeric populism of the 'Ibiy 
“three strikes and you're out" proposals for buiglafy, imposing oonq:^- 
.son* jail tenns 00 third-time ofienders. And be has also changed his line 
on electronic ta g ging. Home Office plans for 30,000 ofienders a year to 
seive community sentences under curfews enforced by tags should be treat- 
ed with scepticism - not least because the assumption behind tagging is 
that criminals behave rationally - but tabling could be a way of unwind- 
ing some of the hard-line rhetoric without appearing soft on crime. 

However, many thousands too many people are still destined to end up 
behind bars before anything resembling action on the “causes of crime” wfll 
show thrcn^ Even if all the pieties of endir^ social exdurion, tiiddmg 
tnianc}', ending the pressure on bc^s fo behave ba<%, take us eventual^ to 
the promised land, in the meantime for too mai^ will be brutalised, pl^- 
cally and emotional^, a prison ^em which plainly is not working. 

There arc two groups of prisoners which should be Mr Straw’s priori- 
ties. The first is the 8.000 remand prisoners, an eighth of the total, aO of 
them innocent until proved guQ^, many of them receiving a crash course 
in drug use or the habits of crime. Labour has promised to speed up the 
average 13-wcek delays for yotuiS offbndets, but older offenders matter . 
tiHi, and at the very least speeding up youth cases should not be at the ex- 
pense of the rest of the system. 

Then there are the 8,000 black people, eight times over-represented in 
the prison population in relation to theirnumbers in the oountiy as a whole. 
Fiw of the eight prisoners alleging brutality in the Scrubs are black. There 
cx'idencc that black criminals are more lOcety to receive custodial sen- 
tences than white ones, although most of the over-representation occurs 
before the courtroom is reached. Mr Straw said in a pre-election inter- 
view with this newspaper that one of the three legacies for which he want- 
ed to he remembered was successfully tackling radsm. The other two were 
incitrpnrating the European Convention on Human Rights gnd “catdiing 
und dealing etfocth’cly with" more criminals. Wsll, we have beard plen^ 
about ihase two. Lei us hear more about being tough 00 r acial inequali- 
ty and loush on its causes.

PROFESSOR Andrew Burrows, 
author of the recent Law Cnmniis- 
sku repent on liabili^ for psychiatry 
illness is quoted as saying; “The law 
is not saying you can recover dam- 
ages just because you were upset be- 
cause of grief or anxie^. There is a 
line and we are saying there ^ould 
continue to be a line between a 
recognised psychiatric illness and 
mental ttistress.” (“Reforms may 
allow ‘Hmsborou^' awards”, 10 
March.)

' If is possible for a subject to be 
seen by a oeuictegESt, canfiolog^ eo- 
dooinologjst or chest physician and 
leave the coosulting room having 
been told there is nothing wrong with 
him or her. It is virtually impos^le 
for someone to be interviewed I 7 a 
psychiatrist and leave the cousultii^ 
zoom witfaewt having some p^chiatric 
label attached to them.

If we are to live well, we must break the 
taboo of looking squarely at death 


The BBC is being 
cridtised for filming 
a patient dying of 
cancer, but, says 
Suzanne Moore, we 
can no longer turn 
away from r^rty 


'WB HAVE all seen a lot of 
death on TV. Grisly deaths, 
peaceftil deaths, realistic 
rigathg, ridiculous deaths, the 
dying uttering fomous last 
vmnisorgon^to the grave car- 
rying the secret of the ploL If 
yoa are a fon of £R or Gasuuiy 
or even Ht^^foaks you \rill 
have seen countless scenes of 
medics sensitively telling be- 
reaved reiatives the new& Do 
you ever get used to h, you 
wonder, as the heroine of Mar- 
tin Antis’s new novel 
3him wondeis Does it ever be- 
come everyday? 

In real life I have seen two 
people die which is more than 
some and agreat deal tes than 
many others. One was my 
mother and one was an un- 
fortunate woman who died on 
the bus next to me in Oxford 
Street. ^Give her a nudge,- 
Jove,” said the bus conductor 
when we got to the end of the 
remte as the elderly woman 
next to me appeared to have 
nodded offi When she did not 
respemd, the ambulance was 
called and I was shocked not 
just because someone bad died 
peaoefuUyvrinlerittingnext to 
me but by the necessary vio- 
lence of the medicalteamsef- 
Jbrts to resuscitate her. There 
she was in public being 
thumped about Th^ tried 
for ages before th^ let her go. 
Perhaps 1 should have looked 
away but 1 felt somehow in- 
volved and because even vrith 
such a public deatii I knew that 
whai was ha fy xenin g was way 
beyond ODy understanding. 

Now a real-Ufe deatii is to 
be shown on TV! In a major 
new BBC series called The 
Human Body, presented 
the fertility expert Lord Wal- 
ston, the 1^ moments of a dy- 
ing man win be shown. This is 
taboo busting of the highest or- 
der. Real deafo, as opposed to 
the T^nesentation of death, is 
the final ftontte for televisioii. 
Both the Do3y Mail and the 
Ijo^mEuenir^Standaidhaw 
run highly critical {xeces about 
tins. No one questions the cre- 
dentials of foe programme’s 
presenter. Lord Wnston, who, 
as a doctor, is admowled^ to 
have been hig^y sensitive in 
the way that t^ particular 
death was filmed. The dying 
man gave his permission, yet

vriiat seems to upset nxKt peo- 
ple is the very idea of filming 
death itselLBuiifwearetruly 
worried about death for 
death’s sake, about the inher- 
ent voyeurism in all of us, wc 
would not watch the movies wc 
do, we would not drag our kids 
around dungeons to see ani- 
matiooic models of tortured 
and dying souls, we would not 
have been so exdted about the 
possibility of pictures of a dy- 
ing princess that were dreu- 
lated at the time. 

lb say that death is a taboo 
subjed is to say rxrthhig new or 
even paiiiculaily interesting, lb 
arit Aether we should make 
it less taboo and how we may 
do so might be. Lord Wnston’s 
argument is really one about 
education. He wrote in The 
Times of foe film: “Wwe are 
celebrating a spedal individual 
and if, in the process, we learn 
a Uttle more about deatii hself; 
we augment his memory.*' 
Does seeing death make us un- 
derstand it avy more? No. I 
think it remains as mysterious 
as ever. We are not suddenly 
going to ‘^come to terms”, or 
any other banal phrase you 
care to use, with death by star- 
ing dying in the face > some- 
one else's face. Yet our 
deliberate policy of making 
deafo invisible isdearly not sat- 
isfactory. The euphemisms, 
the hiding away of all evi- 
dence of death, the sanitised 
rituals suiTOunc^ it, result in 
increasing fear of death rather 
than an acceptance of it The 
more modem and secular a cul- 
ture becomes, the more terri- 
fying death appears, for it 


really is the end rather Than ibe 
b^nining of another form of 
life. 

I will never forget being in 
^%ranasi, in India, hy the hol>' 
river Ganges where bodies 
wrapped in thin sheets are 
burned on wooden pyres. 

When the skull finalh' explodes 
and pops, crowds direr, as the 
soul has been released At m>' 
mother’s cremation, as e the 
routine, the coffin mereK’ slid 
away tehlnd curtains. To 
where? lb what? "Is the fire ao-

Duty rise may force

GREAT UNIVERSAL Stores 
yesterday pledged to fight the 
bwsuit filed against it by a US 
company which is seeking to 
break up GUS's £500m bid for 
Metromail, an American data- 
base group.

American Business lofor- 
mation, based in Omaha, has 
made a counter bid of £515m 
and launched legal action 
claiming that GUS had know- 
ing aided and abetted alleged 
breaches of oondua by Metro- 
mail's management. 

Analysts said the legal ac- 


tion and the prospect of a bid 
auction could prove distract- 
ing for GUS's management as 
the Argos battle heated up. 
But they said the company 
could still pull off both deals. 
"Fighting on two fronts isn't 
ideal but it is a limited dis- 
traction.” said Nick Babb of 
SG Securities. "It might make 
people think that GUS has got 
other things to do with its 
money and so might not raise 
its bid for Argos. But most 
people recognise that it could 
do both.” 

The court case is due to be 
held next Friday. The claim al- 
leges that Metnxnail directors 
failed to bold a fttir aodion for 
the company and so breached 
their fiduciary duty to share- 
holders. American Business 
says it had stated its intention 
to Metromail to offer more 
than S32 per share for the bua- 
ncss. subject to due ditigenoe.

Cheltenham awakes to a Dawn raid

A HORSE bought to be a nice 
Ladies' nmaround won the CheJ- 
lenbam Gcdd Qip yesterday.
